Chapter 5.—Extra Session* 


AN ACT to prevent rendering. aid to rebels. 
The picple of the State of Wisconsin, represented in 


Senate and Assembly, do enact us follows: 
Section 1. Any person, who shall wilhin 


this state, levy war against the United States, 
or who shall, by some .Overt act, give aid, 
advice or .comfort .to tho enemies of the 
United States, or who shall knowingly and 
willfully aid or assist any enemies in open 
war, or persons in rebellion against this 
state or the United States, by joining their 
armias, or by enlisting, or procuring or 
persuading others to enlist for that purpose, 
or by/nrnishihg such enemies or .persons 
in rebellion with arms, ammunition, pro- 
visions, munitions of war, or any other arti- 
cles lor their aid or comfort, or by shipping, 
sending or carrying to such enemies, or 
rebels, or their agents, any such articles, or 
who shall manufacture, purchaise, husband, 
store or have in possession any such arti- 
cles for the purpose of being iient or ship- 
ped to any such enemies, or rebels, or their, 
ager.ts, or who shall carry on any traitorous 
correspondence with any such enemies or 
rebels, or shall send any intelligence to any 
such enemies or rebels, or to any pretend- 
ed government engaged in resisting the 
laws, or authority of this or the Unite'd 
States, for the purpose of betraying the 
forces of this state or of the United States 
into.the hands or power- of any such ene- 
mies or rebels, shall, upon conviction thcrer" 
of, be imprisoned in the penitentiary for a 
term not less than one nor more than twen- 
ty-five years, and pay a fine not less than 
five hundred nor more that ten thousand 
dollars, or either, at the discretion of the 
court, which fine shall.be a Hen on all the 
real and personal property of the person so 
convicted, from the ds,te of the indictment, 
or from the date of the arrest, -if arrested 
before indictment. 


SEC. 2. 
All arms, ammunition, provi- 


sions and munitions of war, and all articles 
useful in carrying on war, .within -the ter- 
ritorial jurisdiction of this state, or in tran- 
sition through the stale,.belonging to or de- 
signed for any enemies, or person or per- 
sons in rebellion against the United States, 
or against this state, either within this state 
or elsewhere, shall be liable to be seized, 
and it is hereby made the duty of all offi- 
cers, civil or military, of this state, to seize 
and detain all such arms, ammunition, mu- 
nitions of war, and other articles, as afore- 
said, anci cause them to be securely stored, 
and shall immediately,give information to 
the governor of this state, with a schedule 
of all articles seized and detained, who 
shall advertise the taking and detention of 
the same, in all cases where the owner 
thereof is unknown, in two weekly papers 
published at the city of Madison, for .six 
weeks, when, if they are not reclaimed by 
some person or persons, not in violation of 
this act, he shall cause them to be removed 
to the state arsenal, or to such other place 
as he may designate, and shail pay .allj|ex- 
pences incurred thereby, from the military 
fund; and such articles as maybe seized 
aud forfeited under this act, shall be used 
and disposed of for tho benefit of the state. 


SEC. .3. 
No arms,: ammunition or mu- 


nitions of war shall be sent or shipped to 
any place but of this state, except on thu 
order of the President of the United States, 
or of the Governor of this state, or of tlie 
authorized agent of the Governor, or of 
the proper officer acting in pursuance of 
law, and the absence of any such order 
shall be deemed prima facie evidence that 
such arms, ammunition and .munitions ..of 
war are owned .by or intended for the use of 
some person .or persons in rebellion against 
;he government and laws aforesaid; and 
Lhe absence of proof to the contrary shall 
justify the seizure and detention of such 
arms, ammunition, and munitions of war, 
and shall also justify the seizure and deten- 
tion of all other arms, ammunition and 
munitions of war in the hands of or belon»- 
ng to the said party sending or shipping 
such arms, ammunition or munitions of 
war.

AN ACT "to provide for the purchasing of anus and;' 


equipments for the use of tho Bteto. 
' 


Thepeqpte of the State of Wiseman, reprutnUi in 


Senate and Assembly, ao enactat/cUws: 


SECTION 1. The Governor of this state is 


hereby authorized and empowered to pro- 
cure from the United States, and if neces- 
sary, to purchase for the use of the state,of 
Wisconsin, not more than two thousand 
'stand of arms, consisting of rifles or rifle 
muskets, of the most improved construc- 
tion, suitable, in every respect, to the use 
and for the instruction of the volunteer mi- 
litia of this state, together with all the ne- 
cessary cartridge boxes, cap boxes, be'lts, 
plates, bullet moulds, and other appendages 
belonging to said arms, approaching as 
near as possible to the .same class of arras, 
according to the latest improvements, :in 
the service of the United States ; and which, 
if obtained from private sources, shall be 
subjected to the same tests of efficiency as 
are used in the service of the United States. 
. SEC. 2. For the purpose mentioned in the 
.first section of this act, there is hereby ap- 
propriated a sum of money not' exceeding 
fifty thousand dollars, to be drawn by'war- 
rant of the Secretary of State on the Treas- 
urer, and to be paid out of the war fund in 
said treasury. 


SEO. 3. If in order to procure the ssiid 


arms and equipments, as provided in sec- 
tion one of thia act, it may be necessary to 
purchase the same, then the Governor shall 
appoint one or more, but not to excead 
three commissioners, who shall be author- 
ized in the name of the state to enter into 
contracts tor the purchase of the several 
arms and equipments aforesaid, or such por- 
tions of them as the Governor shall direct, 
which contractshall be in writing, aud when 
approved.by the Governor shall be binding 
on the state, for. the several articles therein 
named, which contracts, or a copy thereof, 
duly certified, shall. be deposited with the' 
Secretary of State : Provided, no payment 
shall be made thereon until said arms and 
equipments, ora portion thereof,,are deliv- 
ered and received by the Quarter Master 
General, and certified by him to correspond 
in quality with-the terms of.the contract. 


SEC. 4. Upon receipt of auy portion of 


the articles above contracted for, the Quar- 
ter Master General shall furnish to the Gov- 
ernor his receipt or certificate therefor, de-, 
tailing specifically what articles have been 
received by him aud the contract price there- 
for, and the Governor shall thereupon file 
with the Secretary of State said receipt or 
certificate, or a copy thereof, together with 
a written order directing said Secretary to 
draw his warrant on the treasury, for the 
payment to the contractor of eighty per 
cent, of the contract price of the articles 
so certified to have been delivered, out of 
the war fund in the treasury, the state ro: 
serving the other twenty per cent, of the 
contract price -until the contract, shall be 
fully completed. 
When the said contract 


shall be fully completed, the residue remain- 
ing due and upaid thereon, shall be fully 
paid to the contractor by the state, in the 
same manner as the like certificate, order, 
and warrant, and from the same fund as in 
this section above provided. If such con- 
tract ba not fully aud completely performed, 
the said twenty per cent, retained as above, 
shall ba forfeited to the state. 


SEO. 5. Any commissioner appointed un- 


der the provisions of this act, who shall re- 
ceive any benefit or advantage, directly or 
indirectly, from the contracts made by him 
in pursuance of this act, shall be deemed, 
guilty of embezzlement, and be punished 
by imprisonment at hard labor in the peni- 
tentiary not less than one year nor more 
than five years. 


SEC. G. The commissioners appointed in 


pursuance of this act, shall receive for their 
services each, such sum as the Governor 
shall fix and determine, not to exceed three 
hundred dollars, to be paid out of the war 
fund in the treasury, on the warrant of the 
Secretary of State, who iihall issue such 
warrant on the certificate of the Governor 
being filed in the office of said Secretary, 
certifying to the amount allowed to saii 
commissioners, as compensation for their 
services, and that such services have been 
performed.

SEC. 7. This act shall be in force and take 


effect from and after its passage.
